35,000 Spanish Soldiers Succumbed 


During the Year 1897.

\VAriHINGTOX.AprlI 30.-The mor- 
ality among SpanlsU soldiers in Cnba is 


almost beyond credence. Within tbe past 
ew days official information on this snb- 
ect has reached the president and Lien- 
tenant General Bohofleld. It has come 
through the medical service of the govern- 
ment, and is known to be reliable. Dnr- 


Ing 1897 the Spanish soldiers who died of 
disease in Cnba numbered 32,684. Dar- 


ing tho year more than 30,000 Spanish 


soldiers were sent back to Spain, invalid- 
ed. It Is stated tbat at least 3000 of them 
were in a hopeless condition, and either 


died en route or soon after they landed in 


Spain. 


This information, furnished to the"pres- 


ident through the United States marine 


hospital service, has bad mnob to do with 
Sling the determination that the volun- 


teers shall not be sent Cnba if tbe island 
can be freed without their help, acd cer- 
tainly not until after the sickly season.

W*rlc ot Surveying It Beiram 


Itader Jefferson. 


In a message to congresa in 1807 


Thomas Jefferson, then president of the 
United States, recommended the survey- 
Ing of the Atlantic coast line of the 
country with a vitw to its adequate de- 
fense and also to the establishment ot 
guide* and safeguards to navigation. 
Congress adopted the recommendation 
of the president and made an appro- 
priation of $50,000 for the purpose, the 
direction ot the matter being- put into 
the hands of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, at that time Albert Gallatin, who 
communicated the views of the adminis- 
tration to "the scientific men of the 
country" in a circular distributed in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia 
chiefly. The plan adopted was to ascer- 
tain the positions of certain prominent 
points on the Atlantic coast by ostro- 
nomicnl observations and to connect 
thcfe by trigonometrical lines. 


The chief of the coast survey was a 


native of Switzerland, aid the work 
(vent on under his direction with occa- 
sional interruptions caused by changes 
of administration until 1843, when he 
died. The work at that time had been 
finished from Point Judith, opposite 
Block Island, toCapeHenlopen, in Dela- 
ware. Since then the work has been 
prosecuted actively, but meanwhile it 
has been increased, particularly since 
theconcession of territory on the Pacific 
from Mexico. This coast line of the 
country is now, according' to the report 
just completed, nearly 0,000 miles, the 
land frontage of the country on the 
Canada and on the Mexican border lines 
beinf? only 4,880 miles. The details of 
the American coast line are as follows: 


5,715 
miles, embracing 2,349 miles on the 


Atlantic ocean,l,!i56 on the Gulf of 
Mexico, and 1.S10 on the Pacific ocean. 


It is an established proposition 


among authorities in naval 
warfare 


that the naval strength of agovernment 
would be proportioned to its coastline. 
The rule may be said to prevail pretty 
generally, thoueU Russia, which has 
relatively a small coast line on the Black 
sea and on the Baltic, has a large navy, 
and Norway andsweden, which have an 
e*ormous coastline, larger in propor- 
tion than any other countries of Europe, 
have very few warships. The coastline 
of the United States is really as nearly 
long as the distance from New York to 
Liverpool and return by the ordinary 
course of steamship travel, and its pro- 
tection against any possible attack has 
of recent years secured! more attention 
than was the case before the recon- 
struction or more practically the con- 
struction of the present American navy.

The professors and tbe students who have 
been in the city have mado a thorough 
test of thu wattr works plant. The re- 
sults of the tests have been quite satisfac- 
tory to Mayor Taylor. When It was de 
cided bf the ccuncil that tbe water works 
be improved the mayor was appointed a 
committee of one to make the Improve- 
ments. For a long time the work has 
been in progress. When the repairs be- 
gan it was found that there was a great 
deal core than was anticipated, which 
waa absolutely necessary to be done, and 
therefore tbe work occupied more time 
than was expected. Before the improve 
menti were made the waterworks were in 
bad ibape. 
There was not a sufficient 


water pressure and tbe machinery was 
not ran with economy. The improve 
ments that have been made were for tbo 
purpose of saving the city money, and 
giving tbe city a better and larger water 
service. It Is believed that these things 
have been accomplished by tho improve- 
ments. There was frequently criticism 
against the mayor for tbe manner In 
which 
the improvements were being 


made, but Mr. Taylor faced the«e and 
having once begun the work continued 
fearlessly with it until he bad made the 
Improvements in tbe way in which he 
thought they ought to be done. Bo shoul- 
dered a great deal of repsonslblllty in 
undertaking tbe work alone, but now hag 
it finished and as it is believed success 
fully. 
Tbe machinery is now all In first 


class order, tbe capacity baa beon greatly 
increased and the pressure is greater than 
It ever was before. There is now a sufii 
cient water pressure to fight any lire thai 
Decatnr might have.
